Value of Kaiser {GAS COMPANY ASKS INDETERMINATE 
FRANCHISE TO HELP FINANCING 


Company fo Area 
Cited by Pearson 


Congressman Harry R. Shep- 
pard is praised and Henry J. 
Kaiser’s mill at Fontana is given 
prominent mention by Drew Pear- 
son, noted newspaper columnist, 
in a recent disptch from Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

Comments by the distinguished 
writer about the future of the 
Kaiser steel mill plant at Fon- 
tana are timely and illuminating. 
They are as follows: 

“Representative Harry Shap- 
pard of California has been raising 
cain ever since the U.S. Steel cor- 
poration made its offer to buy the 
two huge steel plants which have 
been constructed in the far west 
curing the war period. Because 
the plant at Geneva, Utah, was 
built by the government and is 
simply leased to a U. S. Steel 
subsidiary, Sheppard had no ob- 
jection to the offer there, but the 
plant at Fontana, California, was 
built not by the government and 
is privately owned. Owner is 
Henry J. Kaiser, who, however, 
obtained a sizeable loan from 
RFC for the plant. 

“What Sheppard is afraid of is 
that the big eastern steel interests 
have determined to shut down 
these two western plants. He re- 
calls the months Of battling with 
eastern steel moguls then running 
the old OPM steel division and 
who were horrified at the thought 
of competition in the west. Final- 
ly, because Kaiser rebelled at the 
short steel supply for his ship- 
building: operations on the west 
coast, OPM steel moguls had to 
give in and authorize materials for 
the Fontana plant. 

“Hyver since then, steel men have 
been talking about the high pro- 
duction costs for steel at the Kais- 
er plant and claiming it is ‘an un- 
eccnomic operation. Actually, al- 
though the ore is only 60 miles 
from the plant, the per ton pro- 
duction cost at the Kaiser mill is 
about the highest of any steel cen- 
ter—$15.83 per ton compared with 
$11.40 at Birmingham, Ala., $15.56 
at Gary, Ind., $14,21 at Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., and only $10.76 at 
Geneva, Utah. x 

“But the important thing to Cal- 
ifornians is the total cost to them. 
Although production costs are 
higher at Fontana, freight charges 
from there to Los Angeles and 
San Francisco are only about $1.10 
per ton, compared with $17.25 
from Pittsburgh, $16,65 from 
Gary, $14.46 from Birmingham 
and $12 from Geneva. Result is, 
according to Congressman Shep- 
pard, that the cost of a ton of 
Fontana steel at Los Angeles is 
$16.98, compared with over $31 
from Gary and Pittsburgh, $25.85 
from Birmingham and $22.76 from 
Geneva, Utah. 

“Tt is because west coast indus- 
trialists fear they would be pre- 
vented from buying their steel on 
the west coast that the offer of 
U. 8. steel to purchase the Fon- 
tana plant is creating such a stir. 
Actually, Henry Kaiser has no 
strong desire to be a steel man, 
put he is willing to hold on to this 
plant in order to assure the west 
coast of steel at prices compar- 
able to those paid by ‘the indus- 
trial east, which does not have 
the huge freight costs for trans- 
continental hauling. 

“What Congressman Sheppard 
wants to know is where U. S. Steel 
gets the nerve to write Defense 
Plant corporation that it is ready 
to purchase a steel mill which does 
not even belong to the govern- 
ment.

G. E. Steller, secretary of the 
Southern Counties Gas company at 
Los Angeles, last night asked the 
Upland city council to grant the 
gas company here an indetermin- 
ate franchise to help it sell bonds 
at lower interest rates. 

He said the indeterminate fran- 
chise is permissible under an act 
of the California legislature of 
1937 and that 16 of 42 cities serv- 
ed by the company have granted 
the perpetual franchises. 

CITY GETS $1317 

In Upland, the company oper- 
ates under a limited franchise au- 
thorized by the legislature in 1905. 
In 1932, Mr. Steller said, the gas 
company had 20 miles of pipe line 
and paid the city $636.98, while in 
1942 there were 28.1 miles and the 
city received $1317.84. ‘ 


Upland’s return from the com- 
pany is based upon two per cent 
of the gross revenue based upon 
use, operation and possession of 
street property in proportion to 
the total investment here. Under 
the 1987 act, the company may 
pay the city the same amount or 
one per cent of all gross revenue, 
whichever is larger. But as Up- 
land is likely to continue a resi- 
dential area without large gas- 
consuming industrial users, the 





payment may not be increased. 

“FOREVER IS LONG TIME” 

City Attorney Edward E. Gray 
told the councilmen he saw no ob- 
jection to issuance of a franchise 
under the 1937 law except he was 
inclined to oppose a franchise “‘for- 
ever and forever because forever 
is a long time”. 

Mr. Steller said that if all 42 
cities using Southern Counties 
company gas issue the new fran- 
chises the company can save one- 
half of one per cent interest on 
between $12,000,000 to $15,000,000 
and would pass on the savings to 
gas consumers. 

WOULD GAIN GOOD-WILL 

Mayor Eugene G. Nisbet said he 
saw no particular advantage to 
Upland in making the _ change, 
other than gaining the company’s 
good-will. 

Wiley W. Mather, attending the 
council meeting, suggested the 
city ask the opinion of a non-in- 
terested expert. 

The council appointed City Man- 
ager Richard G. Manley and City

Upland city councilmen last 
night agreed to employ Charles 
W. Eliot, director of the Haynes 
foundation, as consultant to the 
planning commission. 

Mr. Eliot in a letter to the com- 
mission agreed to accept the posi- 
tion at a charge of $75 monthly 
plus expenses. 

Richard A. Ibanez, city council- 
man and member of the planning 
commission, urged Mr. Eliot’s ap- 
pointment, stating that the com- 
mission's problems have been -pil-, 
ing up and that solutions have 
been held in abeyance pending ap- 
pointment of a consultant. 

No term of employment was fix- 
ed but City Manager Richard G. 
Manley commented that there is 
enough work on hand now to keep 
him busy six months and that 
many more problems not now fore- 
seen will likely arise.

May Cost $20,000, 
Manley Reports 


Cost of grading a runway for a 
private airport on North Campus 
avenue between Fifteenth and Six- 
tecnth street, which Elmer A, 
Riley of Los Angeles has asked 
Upland to do, would cost between 
$10,000 and $20,000, City Manager 








Richard G. Manley last night told 
the city council. 

Mr. Riley attended the meeting 
and said a Monrovia _ contractor 
had visited the site and had rough- 
ly estimated the grading cost at 
between $4500 and $5000. 

The Los Angeles airport oper- 
ator recently asked the Upland 
city council and planning commis- 
Sion to change the city zoning or- 
Ginance to permit him to build a 
private airport, and two weeks ago 
asked the city to assume the grad- 
ing cost, 

At that time, the cost was esti- 
mated at $4000 and the proposal 
was endorsed by the aviation com- 
mittee of the Upland chamber of 
commerce, 

MANLEY GIVES REPORT 

Mr. Manley, in a written report 
to the councilmen, said “there 
could be a considerable variation 
in the cost of grading and there- 
fore without a very thorough ex- 
amination I would say the cost 
would vary from $500 to $1000 per 
acre, depending upon _ specifica- 
tions. 

“If the field is going to be 3000 
feet long, for every 100 feet in 
width there would be 6.8887 acres. 
If 300 feet wide, there would be 
20.66 acres. It would cost from 
$10,000 to $20,000 to grade. 

“Costs will depend upon speci- 
fications for grading and location. 
In going over the land, I notice 
some of it appears to be smooth 
and free from rock. However, 
there are indications that under 
the surface there may be plenty of 
rocks and many of these will prob- 
ably be large. pett

$25,000 Complaint 


Charging false imprisonment of 
Mrs. Roy E. Davis, a damage suit 


for $25,000 was filed ‘with the 
county clerk this morning with 
Chief of Police Eugene L. Mueller, 
the Royal Indemnity Co., 10 “John 
Does” and a “John Doe” corpora- 


tion named as defendants. 


It is alleged in the complaint 
that Mrs. Davis was arrested on 
Friday, February 18, 1944 and 


was held in the Upland city jail 
four days without any charge be- 
ing filed against her.

SECOND SENT 

Filing of this suit follows by 
rive months the filing of damage 
suits by Mr. Davis against a dozen 
persons for malicious prosecution 
and false arrest. The suit filed 
September 11, seeks $500,000 
damages. Soon after filing of the 
first suit, it was reported from 
San Bernardino that another suit 
would be filed as the result of 
Mrs. Davis’ arrest. 

In the complaint, filed at 9:30 
a. m. today in the courthouse at 
San Bernardino, there is recited 
the arrest of Mrs. Davis almost a 
year ago, It alleges that Police 
Chief Mueller “maliciously and 
with force and without an order, 
warrant or process of any court 
authorizing him so to do, arrested 
and imprisoned Allie Lee Davis.” 

The complaint further charges 
that Mrs. Davis was not permitted 
to see anyone and that her de- 
mands to appear in court for bail 
refused and that she was 
never advised why she was held 
in jail. 

Her arrest occured early in the 
afternoon of the same day. that 
her husband, Roy E. Davis, was 
arrested on charges of ‘suspicion 
of conspiracy to obtain money un- 
der false pretenses and embezzle- 
ment” according to Upland police 
department records. Mr. Davis 
was later acquitted of a federal 
charge in the Los Angeles federal 
court and the other charges 
brought against him were with-.

The damages sought in behalf 
of Mrs, Davis are for humilation

Police Chief Mueller had not 
been served with a summons and @ 
copy of the complaint by early 
this afternoon, Advised by The 
News of the suit being filed, how- 
ever, Mr. Mueller emphasized that

Housing Project 
Wants Sidewalk 


City Manager Richard G. Man- 
ley and City Attorney Edward BE. 
Gray were appointed by the city 
council last night to study a re- 
quest by the Upland Housing au- 
thority to put a sidewalk on North 
Campus avenue from the _ Los 
Olivos housing project to Foothill 
boulevard. 

Otto S. Roen, executive direc- 
tor of the housing authority, wrote 
the councilmen that children go- 
ing to the Sierra Vista, Upland 
Elementary and Upland junior 
high schools are required to walk 
in the street and that the side- 
walk is desired to protect them 
from traffic. 

He said that of 1320 feet be- 
tween Foothill boulevard and Thir- 
teenth street, the housing author- 
ity owns 781 feet. 

To pave the sidewalk using 
street funds, Mr. Gray said, would 
require a resolution by the coun- 
cil, publication of bids, a public 
meeting at which protests could 
be voiced and employment of a 
contractor, after which property 
owners would be assessed for the 
improvement.
